Applause was vociferous when 


Senator Robinson said that the 
saloon should not be returned. 
He attacked Smith and Tam- 
many hall and challenged them 
to show in their record made in 
New York state where they had 
ever followed their oath to up- 
hold the laws and constitution. 
New York, he said, was a hot 
bed tor graft and poltical: cor- 
ruption. 


Statistics, he pointed out, 


shows that New York under the 
Tammany rule, has steadily in- 
creased its taxes, its state debt 
and itsj»»healthy political situa- 
tion. Smith, he stated, would 
stand for a reduction of the tar- 
iff which would throw cheap la- 
bor products of Europe and 
South America on the American 
market duty free. Smith would 
stand for a cancellation of for- 
eign debts, alterations 
in the 


18th amendment to the consti- 
tution, a reducion of relief for 
war veterans, their widows-and 
children, and the elections of 
the democratic candidate would 
be one of the most serious and 
gravestjdangers that could come 
to America. Nations do fall, die 
disintigrate, he said, as was wit- 
nessed in Russia, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Germany, and other coun- 
tries following the war. America 
must be America, with its fine 
principles for all tune to come.
